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SEVERED CONNECTION 


Cole Younger’s Attorney Explains Trouble Be- 
tween Managers of Younger-James Wil¢ 
West. 


Cole Younger and Frank James severed their 
connection with the Wild West aggregation 
which bag borne their names, and as a sequel 
to their later filing damage suits against the 
mangers, warrants were tten out for the 
arrest of Cole Younger and” two attaches on 
charges of embezzlinng $5,000. 


Judge Eaton, Younger’s attorney, was asked 
for a statement regarding the arrest of Younng- 
er, Hall and Linenfesler. He said: “‘We filed 
a suit in the Circuit Court against these show- 
men this morning for an accounting. Younger, 
by contract, was to be general manager of the 
show and was to receive 25 per cent of the 
profits. Ags general manager under the contract 
he was authorized to appoint the treasurer and 
he did 50, appointing his nephew, Harry Hall. 
The conduct of the show people was such that 
Younger refused to remain with the show. He 
tried to suppress the grafters who were follow- 
ing the show end operating under the eyes of 
the management, but could not, so he decided 
to quit the show and did so. Hall also quit, 
and as treasurer turned over $5,000 In drafts 
to Cole Younger, general manager. There was 
no one else to turn it over to, and now Younger 
is holding drafts until the accounting asked 
for in hig suit is had in court. There is no 
embezzlement in the case. Younger is simply 
holding the money until the matter is settled 
in court. He ig not appropriating the money 
at all. In fact, it is all in drafts."

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Of Catching Snakes. Profession Attended With 
Peril and Excitement. 


One of the most interesting specialties in the 
work of the zoologist is that of snake catching. 
In no other branch of the profession is more 
skill, greater courage, and a better knowledge 
of the habits and moods of the game necessary. 
To locate the squirmy, grewsome creatures, to 
sit patiently for nights on the trail of a fine 
specimen, and to walk up to it and capture it 
aimost barehanded; these are things beyond 
York Zoological Park, where men scour the 
most laymen. 

In the first place, no snake man ever kills a 
snake unless he is obliged to. Up in the New 
woods in search of garter and black snakes tuo 
be fed to various cannibal captives in the big 
reptile house, not even these common snakes 
are killed when captured. The reptile man is 
ever on the lovwokout for an unusual specimen 
of some sort or other—an albino garter snake, 
for instance—and to kill a snake before he 
has been examined closely is little short of u 
veological crime. 

Garter snakes, black snakes, coach whip 
snakes, and the various species belonging w 
the family of ‘‘racers’’ are captured with the 
bare hands, exactly as a little girl might pics 
up a kitten. In many cases, especially when 
large black snukes are picked up in this way, 
the reptile turns and sinks his teeth into a 
band or a finger, but the bite is not poisonous, 
and is looked upen as an accident which is 
quite likely to happen. Hundreds of snakes have 
been caught throughout the woods and meadows 
of the park in this way, and it was there 
that the albino gerter snake was caught. The 
reptile measured nearly two feet, and in all 
res ts was exactly similar to the ordinary 
garter snake, excepting that it was almost a 
creamy white, and that its eyes were pink, 
like the eyes of a white rat or a white rabbit. 
The snake lived and thrived in its cage in 
the reptile house until it was swallowed by a 
black racer, 

But the catching of harmless snakes is tame 
sport compared. to the handling of the danger- 
ous, poisonous reptiles. And yet to the snake 
man it is pretty much the same whether he 
handles a death-dealing viper or whether the 
reptile is of the harmless family. The expert 
ean tell at a glance whether a certain piece of 
woods or a stony ,scrubby hillside is apt to be 
a suitable hunting ground. ‘The season of the 
yeac enters into the calculation; likewise the 
‘exposure,’ and even the time of the day. 
If the ground looks suitable, the hunter enters, 
knowing where to find his quarry and just how 
to approach it in order to capture it without 
too much risk toward himself. But, ab may 
be imagined, the work remaing dangerous, 

The first indication of the presence of a rat- 
tler ig the sharp, unmistakable rattle ag it 
pierces the ear almost as a switch brought 
across the hand on a cold day leaves its sting. 
The sound of the rattle ig like that of a mow- 
ing machine several hundred yards distant in 
a hay field. The reptile is the fairest fighter 
of all living creatures, never failing to give 
due warning of its hostile intent. Bending low 
and gazing among the shrubs, the dangerous 
one may be espied. He is curled on bimself 
like a spiral spring, his head, flat and trian- 
gular a,nd a fourth of bis body raised out of 
the circles of coils and bent into the shape of 
a horizontal 8S, ready to strike with lightning 
rapidity. ‘The eyes glare black and cold as 
the viper is poised like a tense spring, alert 
and ready to bury its long, needle-like poison 
fangs and to inject the frightful poison, 

If the intruder is without striking distance 
and remains where he is, he is in little danger,

assumes a position of repose, 
tuiug until again threatened. But to the suake 
calcuer the threat of the rattler is pot a se- 
rious deterrent. Ue kuows the creature can 
Strike ouly within a radius of about two-thirds 
its length, Having struck, it must recoil aud 
aint a second time before it can send out its 
hideous head. A six-foot stick is ail that is 
mecessary lO catch tue formidable snake, Push- 
ing the end Of the slick toward the reptile, the 
hunter watches lis chance. ‘ue rattler is 
motuouless, us if curved out of stone, only its 
beady, cy eyes fastened upon the end of the 
slick, to uwail the proper moment to bite. 
When tout comes, there is a movement wo 
quick tor the eye to follow, and the long 
lulgs vre punk into the stick, while the rep- 
tile, realizimg its mistake at once, is already 
coiled up and agam in a fighting attitude. 
Before it can strike, down comes tue pole, pin- 
uing the long, squirming bouy tw the ground, 
und the bhuuter walks boldly toward the help- 
less one, takes it up close behind the head, 
Where tue poison fangs can not reach him, and 
puts his captive into a bag. 

There are other methods of catching the rat- 
tler—tur instance, when the reptile is in its 


which it matun- 


wiuter quarters und lethargic and lazy. But 
the manner described igs the way the profes- 
sional snuke catcher secures lis specimens. 


Aud the mianuer of catching the rattiesnake is 
practically ihe same ag that used for all the 
small aud medium-sized land suakes, poisou- 
cus or otherwise. 

Catching snakes in a swamp and catching 
them on land are vastly different, however. A 
cotton-mouth moccasin would quickly squirm 
out trom under a stica intended to pin it fast 
in the swamp mud of its native home. In 
fact, these deadly reptiles are among the most 
diticult to secure, not because of their scar 
city, but because of the difficulties of penetrat- 
ing the almost impassible swamps where, in 
the very heurt of the boggy thicket, the fines. 
und best specimens hold court. 

The moccasin snake hunter is provided with 
u long pole rigged with a wire loop on the 
end, ile same operated from the handle end 
ot the contrivance. Armed with this and his 
snake bag, the man enters the swamp, jumping 
from beg to bog and from tree root to tree 
root, in danger of finding his progress cut of 
aut any moment and in danger of losing bis 
bearings and bis way out. ‘The air is heavy 
and laden with fevers and insects, and the 
sunlight is excluded vy the forest of tropical 
grass and trees and swamp shrubbery. But 
the huater presses on until in the midst of his 
grounds, where he begins to work. 

Lying on a bog, coiled and ready to strike, 
eyes riveted on the man, the mocassin lies 
motionless, without a sign of life, awaiting 
Steulthily the moment to get in his fata] bite 
The bhuuater advances cautiously, extending ‘be 
loop end of his snare. The viper never takes 
‘ts eyes off the man. Unmindful of the ap- 
proaching stick, it glares at its intended vic- 
tim until with a quick and accurate movement 
the wire loop has been slipped over the crea- 
ture’s head and drawn taut, holding the sur- 
prised, squirming, fighting reptile until it is 
grasped behind the head, like its brother, the 
rattler and is slipped into a snake bag. 

Raymond L. Ditmars, curator of the reptile 
house in the New York Zoological Park, and 
his assistant, William Snyder, caught most ot 
the mocassins on exhibition in the park. To- 
gether the men ventured into the Black Swamps 
of Southern Georgia, where they climbed and 
floundered among the bogs for eighteen hours, 
dropping to the ground exhausted upon regain- 
ing a foothold, but with them they had no less 
than sixty splendid specimens of cotton-mouthed 
mocussins, among the finest ever captured by a 
similar campaign of snake hunting. 

Speaking of hunting an individual specimen, 
end of never killing a snake unless absolutely 
necessary, Mr. Ditmars tells a story of a hunt 
after a famous old rattlesnake near a town in 
Central North Carolina. “A friend told me of 
a famous cold rattler in a little settlement off 
somewhere in no-man’s land in North Carolina, 
and I decided to go down there and capture 
the old chap during a vacation,’’ Mr. Ditmars 
suid. ‘“‘Upon arriving, we found about every 
native in town acquainted with the trail, if 
not the personality of the reptile; in fact, they 
knew the snake so well they had him named. 
Old Dave they called bim. Mornings when the 
farmers drove to town and saw the trail in 
the dust in the road they'd say, ‘Well, Old 
Dave has been around again.’ 

“I went out hunting for Dave the first morn- 


ing, and, sure enough, he must have been a 
‘whopper,’ for his track measured easily four 
inches wide. And there was no mistake that 


the track wag that of the old rattler, for the 
dust was fine, and I made out that the snake 
had crawled in almost a perfectly straight Une, 
one of the peculiarities of a rattlesnake trail, 
most snakes traveling in curves. I waited that 
night and till the moon was high, but not a 
sign of the snake was there. Next night | 
hunted with the same result, and likewise a 
third night. But the fourth morning, the last 
I could ‘put in’ huuting Dave, I saw his tracks 
ecross the road, and could tell he had come out 
of his woods into the meadow grass to hunt, 
and that, before long, in all probability, he 
would go home. I waited an hour, and an- 
other, and still another, and was about to give 
up for want of time when the squeal of a 
rabbit was heard, and the next instant one of 
these little fellows, frightened to death, darted 
ocross the road, pursued by Old Dave. I gave 
chase, and the race became an affair between 
the rattler and myself. He was on the run, 
and, unfortunately, never stopped to fight me, 
but headed for an old field stone wall. I haa 
a native with a gun with me, and might have 
shot the snake a dozen times had I wanted to. 
But it was a fair fight, and I lost, and Dave 
got away among the stones, from which 40 
amount of stone pulling would bring him. But 
I'll go down there again some day and bring 
the fine old fellow home.” 

Among the extraordinarily dangerous snakes 
to catch in India is the cobra and its many 
species. As a rule, the East Indian catches 
bis snakes in a simple and rather cruel man- 
ner. Provided with long-bandled and deep nets, 
the natives surround a huge tract of grass and 
set fire to it. The flames spread with lght- 
ning rapidity, and all sorts of small game is 
burned before it has time to escape. Yet much 
escapes, and as the snakes flee in panic aud 
bob out of the threatened field, they are netted 
and placed in boxes ready for shipment to 
various parts of the country where they are 
exhibited. 


A far more interesting way of catching these 
deadly reptiles Is that employed by the snake 


ean, and does, charm the cobra 
by playing to it from a sort of rough 
fife. The following incident happened in Bom- 
bay, where aun English civilian found a huge 
cobra quartered in a dried-up cistern. The cis- 
tern with the snake in it was practically use- 
less ,and it was impossible to dislodge the 
tenant unless by visit below, for he had crawled 
among the rock lining of the basin, and only 
the tip of hig tail was visible. The landlord 
was advised to send for a native snake charmer 
and the white-turbaned fakir arrived, bringing 
an earthen pot and his flute, 

Armed with these harmless instruments, the 
man was lowered into the cistern, playing his 
squeaky tune as he descended, until arrived at 
the bottom, he settled himself on bis heelg and 
hept up his tune incessantly. For all of twenty 
minutes he played before the music had effect. 
Then the snake glided out of its nest, inch by 
inch, coiled on the floor in front of the charmer, 
and, raising its head, oscillated it, never tax- 
ing its eyes from the man. For many minutes 
the charmer played until he reached out for 
the reptile, and, grasping it in his bare hands, 
brought it to sunlight, where he laid it on the 
ground and continued the tune. The English- 
man wanted to have the dangerous serpent kill- 
ed, but the native begged so hard to be allowed 
to keep the fine specimen for hig “charming” 
exhibitions that he was allowed to take it away 
in his earthen pot. Two weeks later the news 
was received that the new captive had turned 
On its master and had killed him with a bite 
in the thumb. 

One of the most difficult reptiles to capture 
ig the regal python, also a native of India, 
that giant snake that measures as long ap 
thirty feet im extreme cases, and of which a 
twenty-seven foot specimen is on exhibition tn 
the New York Zoological Park. This immense 
constrictor has in his wonderful coils the 
strength to crush an ox. A ten-foot python 
could shoot its head forward, strike a big man 
in the chest, fell him, and crush him bone 
from bone—and the pythons caught by the 
snake catchers are twice and sometimes three 
times as long.—New York Times.

THIS WESTERN FARMER ENJOYED HIS 
PASS. 


“‘As to deadhead passes,’ remarked a veteran 
theatrical manager, ‘‘years ago, when I was 
on the road and my company was playing in 
Illinois, an old farmer hunted me up at the 
hotel and proceeded to become friendly. He 
bought the drinks and cigars, and would have 
presented me with a load of hay if I had had 
any use for it. After he had hung around all 
day and still patting me on the back, I asked 
him how it came about that he had taken 
such a liking to me. In his bonest way he re- 
plied: ‘Waal ,you are the man who gives out 
free tickets to the show, and I thought mebbe 
I could work in on you,’ 

“As a reward for his honesty I gave him a 
Season pass, and took pains to explain to him 
that although we would be in that town only 
two nights, the pass would be good wherever 
we played for the next three months. The 
old chap was tickled half to death, and that 
night he was the first one in the theatre end 
the last one to leave. It was the same the 
next night, and I thought I had seen the last 
of him, as we had a jump of sixty miles to 
another town, but when we took the train he 
was right on hand. We played one night and 
made another jump, but he was still with us. 
In fact, he followed us for a week, and was 
ready to stand treat at any time. At the end 
of the week he began to get uneasy and count 
up hig change, and ag I saw that he was about 
ready to let go, I said: ‘Well, Uncle Rube, 
have you had enough of theatricals?’

SUCCESSOR TO FERRIS WHEEL. 


Mammoth Swing Will Be a Feature of St. 
Louis World's Fair. 

A giant steel swing, 300 feet high, and to 
cost about $250,000 .is a concession that has 
been applied for at the World’s Fair. The in- 
ventor of the great swing is Doak Aydelott, of 
Tullahoma, Tenn. 

As outlined by the inventor, the swing will 
be operated by means of three large steel 
towers. The two end towers are to be each 
300 feet high ,and to have roof gardens, with 
cafes and theatre. The distance from one end 
tower to the other is to be 600 feet, and the 
central tower will be equidistant from them. 

This center tower is to be a double construc- 
tion, and from its top a steel swing beam, 300 
feet long, will oscillate in a circle on a pivotal 
shaft. The beam will contain at its end a car 
with a capacity of about 100 ple, the car 
remaining in a horizontal position through all 
the oscillations of the beam. 

Two motors will furnish the power for the 
swinging beam, and passengers can be taken on 
either from the ground or from the roof gar- 
dens on the old towers, elevators running from 
top to bottom of the latter. At its greatest 
height the car would be 600 feet in the 
air, as the central tower is 300 feet high. 

The short end of the swinging beam fs to be 
loaded with movable weights. The long end, 
to which the car is attached, will operate in 
the lower 180 degrees of the circle, but will 
be adjusted so it can make a complete rotation.

<TROTTING RUNNING 


The present season will long be remembered 
as one of remarkable performances by the stars 


of ihe light-harness horse world. One after 
another the speed records of trotter and pacer 
have fallen with a frequency which has been 
almost bewildering to the followers of this 
essentially American sport. First that wonder- 
ful little mare, Lou Dillon, reduced the trotf lng 
record two and a quarter seconds, incidentally 
establishing herself for all time as that long- 
hoped-for animal, the first two-minute trotter. 
This altogether notable performance was fo!- 
lowed by the trotting of an equally fast mile 
by ihat great racing gelding of last season, 
Major Delmar. Among the pacers Dan Patch 
has lowered the record from 1:59 to 1:59, 
only to be followed by that old campaigner, 
Prince Alert, with his new figures of 1:57 for 
the distance. Altcgether a most remarkable 
record for one year—and the season is not yet 
at an end. Just how much of the wonderful in- 
crease in the speed of the fastest trotters and 
pacers within the past two decades has been 
due to improvement in sulkies, the carrying of 
wind shields, ete., on speed trials, and how 
much to the actual result of improved methods 
and greater care in breeding and training on 
the horses themselves, can only be roughiy 
guessed at. That the trotters and pacers of to- 
day would prove faster than their predecessors 
of ten or twenty years ago, if both could be 
tried under exactly similar conditions, how- 
ever, there is little reason to doubt. The fast 
trotter is essentially an American production, 
end, like other things American, shows a de- 
sire for progress that will not be gainsaid. 


° CROP REPORT. 


The Weather Bureau's weekty summary of 

crop conditions is as follows: 

ile the week hag been abnormally cool, 
with general frosts throughout the central val- 
leys and as far south as the northern portion of 
the Central Gulf States, the damage has not 
been serious except in the extreme western por- 
tions of Kansas and Nebraska, the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and New England. The 
South Atlantic States have suffered from exces- 
sive moisture, while the heavy rains of the pre- 
vious week over the northern portions of Mis- 
souri and the Upper Mississippi valleys delayed 
the threshing of - wheat and caused grain 
in shock to sprout. Drought has been largely 
relieved in the Central States, but continues in 
the Ohio Valley, Tennessee and in the Central 
and West Gulf States. The Pacific Coast States 
have experienced a very favorable week. 

Notwithstanding the occurrence of light to 
heavy frosts generally throughout the corn belt, 
the corn crop has escaped injury except in the 
western portions of Kansas and Nebraska and 
in the Dakotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin, While 
low temperatures have prevented rapid ripening, 
especially over the Western districts, the crop 
as a whole has advanced favorably, although 
the late planted in the Ohio and Tennessee Val- 
leys has suffered from drought. A large part 
of the crop is now safe, but the bulk of the 
unmatured will require from one to two weeks 
of favorable weather. 

The weather has been favorable for the com- 
pletion of spring wheat harvest on the North 
Pacific Coast. In the Dakotas and Minnesota 
spring wheat in shock has been injured ad 
thrashing delayed by wet weather. 

Except in portions of the eastern districts of 
the cotton belt, where cotton picking has been 
interrupted by rains, the weather conditions 
have been very favorable for gathering the crop. 
and the work has progressed rapidly. The prev- 
alence of rust, shedding and boll worms is wide- 
spread, and the boll weevil in Texas continues 
destructive. although premature opening in South 
Carolina, rust in Georgia and shedding in Ala- 
bama have been somewhat checked. Heavy rains 
have injured the staple In Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and Florida. Cotton is ripening rapidly tn 
all districts. The outlook for a top crop is not 
promising. 

Late tobacco has suffered from drought in Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, and heavy rains in North 
Carolina, and frosts caused some injury in Ken- 
tucky. Damp weather hag proved injurious to 
tobacco In barns in Maryland. The bulk of the 
crop is now housed. The reports continne to tn- 
dicate extensive prevalence of blight and decay- 
ing peseteee, 

owing and seeding have advanced satisfac- 
torily except In the Ohio Valley and Tennessee 
where the sofl has nm too dry, and in the 
northern portion of the Middle Atlantic States, 
where there has been too much rain,

“One of the best In the country’’—one of how 
many? If we knew how many good ones there 
were we could judge how good this particular 
plant was.

Stretch the figures just a 
little and the city can show 50,000 population. 
The billboards are in the center as well as out- 
side, and an advertiser can put up 80 20-shects 
without putting two on a board. or 115 8-sheets 
fin the same way. Each hoarding is of tongue 
and grooved boards with a painted frame all 
around made out of a 2x4. Each is kept In gooa 
repair and not one looks dingy or slipshod. Aside 
from this can be found 1, 2 and 3-sheet boards 
all over the city which are painted and framed. 
This man’s daubs are better than some listed 
service. Brother Dishon was in Denver while I 
was in his town, and, ‘tis said, this is the first 
time he has been out of the city’s limits for 
15 years.

“MISFIT POSTERS. 

A movement for a much needed reform was 
started at the Atlantic City meeting of the 
billposters when resolutions were passed to 
ask poster printers to aid in correcting the 
present system of making posters intended for 
billboard dixplay of odd sizes and shapes which 
ean not be used on the billbeards without loss 
of space. 

Every member of the Associated Billposters 
and Distributors’ Association in the United 
States und Canada is required to build his 
billboards ten feet high, and billposters, wheth- 
er members of the Association or not, are so 
educated to that rule that a billboard of any 
other height is seldom found. The standard 
size of a sheet of poster paper was bong since 
adopted at 28x42 inches. In making up stands 
for use on the billboards they should invariably 
be made from a combination of the regulation 
28x42 sheets and should be four sheets high, 
Or more definitely described, four times 28 in- 
ches, which is 112 inches, or 9 feet 4 Inches. 
This, after fitting the sheets together and ce- 
ducting the edges which are lapped in matcn- 
ing, leaves about nine feet of space occuptea 
by the poster,and about one foot at the bottom 
of the board to be blanked as a protection to 
the poster and to act as a border or margin. 
Some advertisers who are not familiar with 
the sizes or combinations of poster paper have 
given orders for posters of odd sizes which the 
printers have thoughtlessly printed, and by so 
doing caused misunderstandings and arguments 
between the advertiser and billpester simply 
because the billposter, to give the odd ‘size 
poster a decent display, must cover the unused 

ce above or below the odd size poster with 
blank paper which he expects and ig entitled 
to receive pay for, and which the advertiser 
frequently objects to paying for because he 
@oes not understand that space is the billpost- 
er’s stock in trade. Every designer and printer 
of commercial posters should adopt a rule to 
neither furnish a design nor print a poster not of 
regulation size, 28x42 paper placed in the 
proper shape to fit a billboard ten feet hign. 
An 8 sheet poster (2 sheets wide and 4 sheets 
high); « 12 sheet poster (3 sheets long and 4 
sheets hich’ a 16 sheet poster, a 20 sheet 
poster, or a 24 sheet poster are the proper and 
desirable sizes. When a 6 sheet or 9 sheet 
which only covers two-thirds or three-quarters 
of the height of a billboard, or any other 
“freak’’ sized poster, is sent to a billposter, 
he is justified in refusing to post it unless he 
is paid for the necessary blank to fill the un- 
used space below the | poster.

SUCCESSOR TO FERRIS WHEEL. 


Mammoth Swing Will Be a Feature of St. 
Louis World’s Fair. 

A giant steel swing, 300 feet high, and to 
cost about $250,000 ,is a concession that has 
been applied for at the World’s Fair. The in- 
ventor of the great swing is Doak Aydelott, of 
Tullahoma, Tenn. 

As outlined by the inventor, the swing will 
be operated by means of three large steel 
towers. The two end towers are to be each 
300 feet high ,and to have roof gardens, with 
cafes and theatre. The distance from one end 
tower fo the other is to be 600 feet, and the 
central tower will be equidistant from them. 

This center tower is to be a double construc- 
tion, and from its top a steel swing beam, 300 
feet long, will oscillate in a circle on a pivotal 
shaft. The beam will contain at its end a car 
with a capacity of about 100 people, the car 
remaining in a horizontal position through all 
the oscillations of the beam. 

Two motors will furnish the power for the 
swinging beam, and passengers can be taken on 
either from the ground or from the roof gar- 
dens on the old towers, elevators running from 
top to bottom of the latter. At its greatest 
height the car would be 600 feet in the 
air, as the central tower is 300 feet high. 

The short end of the swinging beam is to be 
loaded with movable weights. The long end, 
to which the car is attached, will operate in 
the lower 180 degrees of the circle, but will 
be adjusted so it can make a complete rotation.

<TROTIING RUNNING 


The present season will long be remembered 
as one of remarkable performances by the stars 
of ihe light-harness borse world. One after 
another the speed records of trotter and pacer 
have fallen with a frequency which hag been 
almost bewildering to the followers of this 
essentially American sport. First that wonder- 
ful little mare, Lou Dillon, reduced the trotfM ng 
record two and a quarter seconds, incidentally 
establishing herself for all time as that long- 
hoped-for animal, the first two-minute trotter. 
This altogether notable performance was fol- 
lowed by the trotting of an equally fast mile 
by ihat great racing gelding of last season, 
Major Delmar. Among the pacers Dan Patch 
has lowered the record from 1:59% to 1:59, 
only to be followed by that old campaigner, 
Prince Alert, with his new figures of 1:57 for 
the distance. Altcgether a most remarkable 
record for one year—and the season is not yet 
at an end. Just how much of the wonderful in- 
crease in the speed of the fastest trotters and 
pacers within the past two decades has been 
due to improvement in sulkies, the carrying of 
wind shields, ete., on speed trials, and how 
much to the actual result of improved methods 
and greater care in breeding and training eon 
the horses themselves, can only be roughay 
guessed at. That the trotters and pacers of to- 
day would prove faster than their predecessors 
of ten or twenty years ago, if both could be 
tried under exactly similar conditions, how- 
ever, there is little reason to doubt. The fast 
trotter is essentially an American production, 
end, like other things American, shows a de- 
sire for progress that will not be gainsaid. 


" CROP REPORT. 

The Weather Bureau’s weekty summary of 

crop conditions is as follows: 

ile the week hag been abnormally cool, 
with general frosts throughout the central val- 
leys and as far south as the northern portion of 
the Central Gulf States, the damage has not 
been serious except in the extreme western por- 
tions of Kansas and Nebraska, the Dakotas, 
Minnesota, Wisconsin and New England. The 
Sonth Atlantic States have suffered from exces- 
sive moisture, while the heavy rains of the pre- 
vious week over the northern portions of Mis- 
souri and the Upper Mississippi valleys delayed 
the threshing of - oe wheat and caused grain 
in shock to sprout. Drought has been largely 
relieved in the Central States, but continues in 
the Ohio Valley, Tennessee and in the Central 
and West Gu!f States. The Pacific Coast States 
have experienced a very favorable week. 

Notwithstanding the occurrence of light to 
heavy frosts generally throughout the corn belt, 
the corn crop has escaped injury except in the 
western portions of Kansas and Nebraska and 
in the Dakotas, Minnesota and Wisconsin, While 
low temperatures have prevented rapid ripening, 
especially over the Western districts, the crop 
as a whole has advanced favorably, although 
the late planted in the Ohio and Tennessee Val- 
leys has suffered from drought. A large part 
of the crop is now safe, but the bulk of the 
unmatured will require from one te two weeks 
of favorable weather. 

The weather has been favorable for the com- 
pletion of spring wheat harvest on the North 
Pacific Coast. In the Dakotas and Minnesota 
spring wheat in shock has been injured ad 
thrashing delayed by wet weather. 

Except in portions of the eastern districts of 
the cotton belt, where cotton picking has been 
interrupted by rains, the weather conditions 
have been very favorable for gathering the crop. 
and the work has progressed rapidly. The prev- 
alence of rust, shedding and boll worms is wide- 
spread, and the boll weevil in Texas continues 
destructive. although premature opening in South 
Carolina, rust in Georgia and shedding in Ala- 
bama have been somewhat checked. Heavy rains 
have injured the staple in Georgia, South Caro- 
lina and Florida. Cotton is ripening rapidly tn 
all districts. The outlook for 2 top crop {s not 
promising. 

Late tobacco has suffered from dronght in Ten- 
nessee and Kentucky, and heavy rains in North 
Carolina, and frosts caused some injury in Ken- 
tucky. Damp weather hag proved injurious to 
tobacco In barns in Maryland. The bulk of the 
crop is now housed. ¢ reports continue to in- 
dicate awe prevalence of blight and decay- 

atoes, 

Plowing and seeding have advanced satisfac- 
torily except in the Ohio Valley and Tennessee 
where the sofl has nm too dry. and in the 
northern portion of the Middle Atlantic States, 
where there has been too much rain,

“MISFIT POSTERS. 

A movement for a much needed reform was 
started at the Atlantic City meeting of the 
billposters when resolutions were passed to 
ask poster printers to aid in correcting the 
present system of making posters intended for 
billboard display of odd sizes and shapes which 
ean not be used on the billbeards without loss 
of space. 

Every member of the Associated Billposters 
and Distributors’ Association in the United 
States and Canada is required to build bis 
billboards ten feet high, and billposters, wheth- 
er members of the Association or not, are so 
educated to that rule that a billboard of any 
other height is seldom found. The standard 
size of a sheet of poster paper was bong since 
adopted at 28x42 inches. In making up stands 
for use on the billboards they should invariably 
be made from a combination of the regulation 
28x42 sheets and should be four sheets high,
